PEACE OF EMPIRE MENACED, 


Ministers View Premier’s Dismissal 
as Affront to Powers. 


BULLETIN. 
PEKING, Jan. 4.—Yuan Shi Kal, the de- 


posed grand councilor, has succeeded in 
making hie escape out of Peking. He is now 


in Tien-tsin, a treaty port, seventy miles to 
the southwest, and is under the protection of 


Great Britain. 
Arrangements had been made for Yuan Shi 


Kai's departure for Hainan by way of the 
Hankow railway. His private car was wait- 
ing at the station early thie morning. 


PEKING, Jan. 8.—Following the dismissal 
of Yuen Shi Kal, grand councilor and com- 
mander in chief of the forces, and the ap- 
polntment of Na Tung as grand councilor, 
an edict was issued today appointing Liang- 
Tun-Yen, customs taoctai, to the position thus 
made vacant on the foreign board. 

The British and American ministere at a 
conference lest night at the British lega- 
tion reached an agreement thet the dismiseal 
of Yuan Shi Kai should not pase unnoticed. 
The American, British, German, and Japa- 
nese ministers met again at the American 
legation this morning, Sir John N. Jordan, 
the British minister, joining Mr. Rockhill, 
the American minister, in submitting an out- 
line of representations which should be made 
to the foreign board. 

Ministers Think Peace Endangered. 

The ministers disagree on the question as 
to whether the welfare of foreign interests 
is technically involved by the regent’s re- 
cent action, but they agree that peace is en- 
dangered. The representatives of Great 
Britain, the United States, and Germany 

view the regent’s action as tantamount to an 
affront to the powers on account of Yuan 
Shi Kai's position abroad, he being recog- 
nize@ as the medium of fair and equable 
treatment toward the nations 

The dissenting ministers are of the opinion 
that uhless other serious events ooctr inter- 
ference would not be justified. Japan con- 
cure in the opinion that the dismissal is cer- 
tain to result in international injury, but 


dificult. There is a marked lack of unanim- 
ity among the Giplqmates in the pregent sit- 
vation, 

Impeachment to Be Published. 

The — action a fortnight ago in in- 
creasing the palace troops and forbidding 
the entrance to the palace, even of the high- 
est officials, without passes, wae taken ag an 
indication at that time of the alarm felt in 
court eircles, and it is now believed that there 
was fear also of am anti-dynastic plot. 
Today the government intimeted ita inten- 
tion of making public the impeachment, 
giving detaile of Yuen M Kare alleged m- 
trigue upon which his dismissal wae based. 

According to relable information the im-; 
peachment is framed on charges against 
Yuan Shi Kal in connection with the coup 
d'état of 1806, when the regency of the dow- 
ager empress wee restored and 4 reactionary 
policy inaugurated. The flight of Kang-Yu- 
Wei, the reformer, occurred at this time.

“Mrs. Hall and myself have been anxious 
about the party since the recent earthquake, 
said Mr. Hall last night. I cabled to the 
Cook tourist agency at Naples and found

The Culgoa will distribute these provisions.

Daniel Kerr Admits Thefts After 
Sixteen Years’ Service. «>» » 


CRIME COVERS LONG PERIOD. 


Watched by Inspectors While Opening 
Letters and Extracting Money. 


Daniel F. Kerr was arrested yesterday at 
his residence, 214 Colorado avenue, for steal- 
ing money from the mails. He had been 
employed in the Chicago postoffice for sixteen 
years and until recently was considered one 


} of the most trustworthy men in the service. 


Before he was taken to the Harrison street 
police station he broke down and confessed 
the crime, saying that for tem years he had 
been robbing letters that passed through his 
hands. He will be arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Foote this morning. 

An hour before Kerr was arrested the final 
evidence against him was obtained by two 
postoffice inspectors. 

During the last year he has been employed 
as a clerk in the advertised letter depart- 
ment. He worked from 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until noon sorting mail. Behind a large 
partition through which several concealed 
apertures had been bored Inspectors Histon 
and Llewellyn saw him open eight letters, 
place the money they contained in his pocket, 
and then reseal them. 


Three Letters Decoys. 


When Kerr left the postoffice at noon In- 
spectors Stuart, Elston, and Llewellyn fol- 
lowed him to his residence. Three of the let- 
ters opened and rifted had been placed in 
the mails as decoy for the employé. 

When confronted with the envelopes from 
which the money had been taken Kerr sim- 
ply looked at his mother and sister, who 
stood by him, and said: 

“Well, I am sorry, but I am guilty. I 
opened those letters and took the money. 
Here it 16.“ 

Then he handed the stolen money to In- 
spector Stuart and his mother swooned as he 
was taken from the room. 


Makes Written Confession. 

At the office of the inepector he made a 
written confession in which he stated that 
for ten years he had rifled letters and was 
unable to state how much money in the ag- 
gregate he had taken. 

“Kerr has been one of the most trusted 
employés in the postoffice,”’ said Inspector 
Stuart. When I first informed the postal 
officials that I thought he was responsible for 
the thefts reported recently in the advertised 
letters department no one would believe me. 

Kerr is 50 years old and unmarried.

Sat- 
urday afternoon, established the fact that 
both men had imbibed freely in the res- 
taurant“ of Mark Sorenson, better known 
as Scotty's place“ 

One of the things the pastor desires is a 
1 and seisure clause in the pres- 
ent act forbidding the sale of intoxicants 
within a radius of a mile and an eighth of the 
fort. He will insist that State’s Attorney 
Dady prosecute the proprietors of blind 
pigs on evidence the law and order league 
already has in hand, and if the present au- 
thorities will not act In accordance with his 
views he will appeal to the courts for a spe- 
cial state’s attorney to prosecute the cases. 

Say Inquiries Were Hampered. 

Mr. Quayle and others associated with him 
declare that the authorities of Highwood 
have done everything in their power to ham- 
per investigations begun by the league, and 
what he specially desires is the right to enter 
and search the places he suspects are illegal 
liquor dispensaries, 

* Bight such places were in operation at the 

time Private Reyburn was stabbed, but the 
county offictals have deemed our evidence in- 
sufficient to begin prosecutions,” he said. 
“We not only need more stringent legisia- 
tion, but the support of the officials whose 
duty it is to prosecute. We have prosecuted 
several of these ‘ Diind pig proprietors, but 
they simply paid their fines of $25 and then 
resumed business. The penalty should be

Admits Drinking in Resorts. .

Substance of Testimony. 

The substance of the testimony was that 
after the men began quarreling Hen ejected 
Burgess, and ten minutes later Reyburn left 
of his own accord, but returned shortly after 
with blood running from his heart and said: 
“That man stabbed me.“ Soldiers immedi- 
ately gave chase, captured Burgess, and 
turned him over to Marshal Roger Moore. 
Reyburn died later at the Fort Sheridan 
hospital. 

To the attaches of the jail late last night 
Burgess exhibited wounds on his face, 
pointed out that the dead man was larger 
than he, and declared Reyburn also had a 
knife though none has been found. Burgess 
is now sure that he acted in self-defense. 

These blind pige’’ have ben in operation 
ever since the new law prohibiting the sale 
of Uquor near the fort went into effect in 
January. 1007, but the local authorities, the 
law and order people say, discouraged all et- 
forts to suppress them. 


Suspected Places Pointed Out.

For several generations at least the An- 
dinos, whichever party was in power, had 
been unfairly taxed and cruelly exploited 
by the politicians of the capital. This sys- 
tem of unfairness is said to have arisen as 
far back as the days of Bolivar and. the in- 
dependence war. Then there were loyalists 
in Venezuela, as with us, and the ruthless- 
nese with which the struggle was waged 
left them only the resource of emigration. 
A great number of the loyal Spaniards filed 
to Porto Rico, where they today constitute 
an important tg of the most infiventia! 
class. Those leas well off, or with worldly 
goods which could ill bear tran 

by sea, drove their cattle and their 


whose pastoral wealth they had heard de- 
scribed by the Indians. 

Many of these pioneers married Indian 
women, as did, undoubtedly, the emigrant 
ancestors of both Castro and Gomes, but 
they kept their blood absolutely free from 
the African admixture, which cannot be 
said of all who remained behind on the Mt- 
toral and accepted the republican régime. 

The settiers in the Andes were left alone 
for a few years, and them the taxgatherers 
and officials appeared on the scene, which 
up to this time had been one of Arcadian 
simplicity as far as governmental matters 
were concerned. Some of the mountain dis- 
tricts were formed into federal states, some 
into territories, but to one and all their gov- 
ernment soon came to be taxation — 
representation. 


High Federal Officere Spoilsmen. 
Governors, treasurers, auditors, and all 
the higher federal officers were spolismen 
bent upon enriching themselves, and, indeed, 
sent out from Caracas with that purpose, 
while the representatives they were at times 
allowed im congress were, as had been the 
case with Castro, simply ignored. 

There can be no doubt that but for the 
memory of these generations of oppression 
the Andinos would not have supplied Castro 
with those sturdy mountaineers, those short 
swordsnien who have proved 80 superior to 
the sons of the hot country im the sharp hand 
to hand conflicts which spell war in Ven- 
ezuela. 

Once back among his own people Castro 
resumed his usual upations and apparent- 
ly shunned politics. He may have occasion- 
ally lifted “’ cattle and driven them across 
the border to market, and at the buying 
season he certainly hired out to the mer- 
chants of Maracaibo as a sampler of the 
coffee bean. 


How Castro Evaded Tax Collector. 


It had been the long honored custom of the 
Cristoval frontiersman. to avoid the tax col- 
lector, When this obnoxious individual made 
his appearance on the Venesuelan side, Cas- 
tro and his worthy neighbors_would drive 
their cattle into Colombia and let them 
browse about and “ rustle until that unfor- 
tunate functionary, tiring of frontier fare, 
would return to the nearest semi-civilized 
town. 

When the Colombian tax collector appeared 

on his side of the border the proceedings of 
the tax dodgers were simply reverged. For 
the purpose of defrauding these enemies of 
cattle men the world over there certainly 
existed a treaty of amity and good feeling 
between the border men of Colombia and 
Venezuela, 
But a day of reckoning dawned when the 
collectors ot the two countries conspired and 
appeared on the border at the same time, 
accompanied by a considerable military force. 
Castro's range was cleaned up by the Vene- 
suelan police and the horrid political story 
got into cireulation. which will not down, that 
there were forty-one separate and distinct 
brands found on the heunches of his cattle.

Under these circumetances, and with 
this knowledge common to all, it was natural 
that the attention of the military junta, who 
wanted to expe? Andrade without risking a 
simple one of their precious lives, should call 
upon the new chief, Cipriano Castro, en- 
deared to the Andinos dy his local successes. 


Guerrilla March on Capital. 


No sooner thought of than put into exe- 
cution. Castro was invited to leave his 
“pent up Utiea in the Andes and march 
upon the federal capital. Of course, assur- 
ances of support were given him and large 
promises made. It was clear, however, to 
every one in Caracas at the time that the 
purpose of the military junta was simply to 
utilize Castro to expel Andrade. Once this 
was accomplished they thought to have 
no difficulty in getting rid of this adventurer 
and his company of boorish mountaineers. 

It was an emprise that appealed to Castro's 
spirit of adventure, a gambler’s stroke he 
could not resist, though many of his neigh- 
bors hung back. The cattlemen were for 
the most part comfortably epsconced in offices 
which seemed good to them. They. shouted 
“ Viva Castro,“ but hung back. So one fine 
morning with but eighty followers the future 
dictator started out on his adventurous ride 
and there followed weeks upon weeks of 
wilderness fighting, the details of which 
have escaped history. It is known, however, 
that as he advanced toward the capital—and 
he advanced every day—Castro opened the 
jails and received the adherence of outlaws 
and bandits. 

At last Castro turned up with a broken leg 
and a Gislocated shoulder, but still in the 
saddie, with some 600 hardened ruffians be- 
hind him, and sat down before the rich city 
of Valencia which Gen. Ferrer, later to bo- 
come minister of war, held with a well 
armed force of 6,000 men. 


Unique “Fall of Valencia.” 


There can be little doubt that Ferrer 
and his men could have annihilated Cas- 
tro, but they never tried. Andrade was 
not magnetic and had forbidden loot- 
ing of any description and promised 
his soldiers nothing but their pax Under 
these circumetances it was perhaps natural 
that Gen. Ferrer should welcome a confer- 
ence which resulted in what they call in the 
politica: parlance of the country a “ trane- 
actlon.“ The following day one detail of this 
was apparent, though there were other 
clauses held segret for months. Ferrer 
marched out with his 6.000 men, handed 
over the city intrusted to hia keeping, and 
fell in behind the little army of cattlemen 
and adventurers, 

But in more waye than one Ferrer was 
useful. He gave the cattle man a large and 
discipiined force, though one certainly not 
likely to tnepire a high degree of confidence. 
But even more valuable than this was a 
sonorous battle cry which covered a multi- 
tude of sordid destres. The day after the 
„transaction the further journey toward 
the capital was begun by the amalgamated 
armies and upon their yellow banners were 
now emblazoned the soul lifting words, 
God d the Federation.“

by Prince Nicholas, ruler of the little pro- 
tectorate, a month ago. 

At the Stratford hotel, where he has been 
stopping for two deys, Dr. Sargentich talked 
of the war cloud that long has been hover- 
ing over the Balkans and the tense condi- . 
tions under which the inhabitants of that 
part of southern Europe embracing Monte- 
negro, Servia, Bosnia, and He live. 

Austria is the cause of the trouble in the 
Balkans,” he declared. “If Austria were 
less greedy and satisfied to keep the treaty it 
has signed there would be no trouble andthe, 
little empires about it would be happy. 

„When the Turks invaded the big empire, 
forced their way into the country, and drew 
near to its capital the soldiers of Montenegro 
and Servia did the most valiant fighting. 
They were largely responsible for the retreat 
of the Turks to their own domain. 


Tells of Treaty of 1878. 


„The atrocities perpetrated by the Turk- 

ish soldiers on the inhabitants of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina left: the inhabitants of 
those territories in such a condition of help- 
lessnegs that the powers, including England, 
Russia, France, Germany, Austria, Italy, 
and Turkey, signed the treaty of Berlin in 
1878, by the terms of which Austria was 
retain police control of the territories f 
twenty years, and the territories were to 
exist under the government of a protecto- 
rate. 
Recently Austria has given evidence of 
an intention to annex Bosnia and Herze- 
govina and thefeby violate the terme of the 
treaty. 
‘The coming to pass of such an annexe- 
tion blasts the hopes Montenegro and Servia 
have cherished; for the people of Bosnia 
and its companion territory are of the same 
race as those of Montenegro and Servia, and 
the latter two countries have been looking 
forward to the time when they would be 3 
united country, able to take their stand with 
other powers of Europe. 


Not Popular with Masses. 

“The threatened action of Austria is not 
popular with the masses of the country, for 
the masses remember gratefully the actions 
of our soldiers and the Servians in other 
times, and if worst comes to worst, with 
the outbreak of war between Servia and 
Montenegro on one hand, and Austria on 
the other, there is the greatest danger of 
revolution in Austria, and the revolutionists 
would help us in our fight.” 

According to the physician, Austria has 
thus far refused to join in the conference 
unless it is understood that the troubles of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina are not taken up. 


Waits for Outbreak. 


“I waited over there three months,“ the 
physician continued, for the outbreak that 
I thought would come and then I came back, 
for there are certain interests in Tacoma 
that need my personal attention.

In the senatorial situation there is an ele- 
ment of uncertainty owing to the fact that 
nine contests for legislative seats have been 
filed the Republican aspirants for places 
in the house. The Democrats have a plural- 
ity of eight on joint ballot, but the Repub- 
licans control the house, and if five Demo- 
crats are unseated then Senator Stone’s 
chances for reélection will go glimmering.

For brief review, where the es- 
sentials are already familiar, nothinz 
equals the monograph written by the late 
Carl Schurz. “Abraham Lincoln: Aa 
Essay was prepared as a review of 
Nicolay and Hay's great work, already 
mentioned. But it is complete in itself. 
Mr. Schurz had the right idea of his 
hero. The language in which he has 
phrased his thought is as pleasing as the 
conception of the place and power of Mr. 
Lincoln is lefty, Whatever the excel- 
lence of other books, no one will regret 
the time spent upon these two.

tween the United States and Canada and 
that between the Mexican republic and 
our country are purely imaginary lines. A 
river may flow in the territory of two 
nations. A forest may stretch away, 
passing the stone post which defines 


‘boundaries. A coal vein may connect two 


countries beneath the soil. No argument 
is needed, in fact, to show the desirability 
of common action on the part of the 
three nations mentioned in connection with 
a movement which has none but conti- 
nental limitations. 

The conference to which the president 
has invited men from neigliboring nations 
will be advisory only. But it will be in 
the direction of better understanding and 
continued kindly feeling. It will tend to- 
ward continental. solidarity of interest. 
There is every reason why the three cqun- 
tries should have common ideas on mapy 
subjects, while still retaining their inde- 


. pendence in governmental forms. 


If the horizon of the observer be ex- 
tended further, other hopeful things are 
noticed. One sees the possibility of a 
prosperous Central America in the first 
decision of the international court of jus- 
tice. With war barred and difficulties re- 
ferred for adjudication to a tribunal of 
peace, each of the five republics will gain 
and all will be brought closer together. 
The decision may mark the beginning of 
another stage in the development of con- 
tinental solidarity. 

That, by the way, was a phrase. used by 
several speakers at the banquet of the 
Pan-American scientific congress in San- 
tiago, Chile, last Saturday. All saw in 
the presence of distinguished men from 
the United States an evidence of the bind- 
ing power of common interest in science. 
Paying attention to that thought, they did 
not forget, at the same time, to give 
praise to the work of Present Roose- 
velt, Secretary Root, and the officials of 
the bureau of American republics at 
Washington, in the direction of closer 
litical and commercial relationships. It is 
always a good thing for representatives of 
different countries to get together and look 
one another in the face,

Another of the brothers, Edward, likewise 
rose in the royal navy to the rank of admiral, 
and after having received in turn a baronetcy 
and the barony of Exmouth for his services 
was finally raised to the rank of viscount and 
endowed with a perpetual pension as his 
reward for bombarding and destroying the 
fleet arsenal of Algiers, thus crushing 
the power of the piratical deys of Algiers, 
whose corsairs had for hundreds of years 
spread terror and desolation along the entire 
coasts of the Mediterranean. 

It may be remembered that the United 
States took a notable part in this bombard- 
ment, thig being the first occasion on which 
the American fleet had gone inte action with 
the British as friends instead of as foes since 
the time of the war of independence. 

Seme years before his death the late Lord 
Exmouth commuted the perpetual pension 
for a sum of $250,000, his being one of the 
last of the so-called hereditary pensions, 
which. always have been unpopular with the 
people, owing to the fact that they were too 
often conferred as tokens of unworthy royal 
favor rather than as a reward for military 
and naval services.

Poor Lord Tweedmouth, whose reason gave 
way last winter under his many troubles, 


which, beginning with the death of his pop- 


ular and gifted wife, included the total wreck 
of his large fortune and his compulsory sur- 
render of the office of first lord of the ad- 
miralty, following the indiscreet, revelations 
of the contents of the private personal letter 
addressed to him by the kaiser, remains 
without any improvement in his condition.

skill, the present condition of this uncle of 
the duke of Marlborough strikes one as par- 
ticularly pathetic, almost as sad, indeed, as 
that of his even still more brilliant brother- 
in-law, Lord Randolph Churchill.

Chicago, Jan. 1.—[Editor of The Tribune, ]}— 
In a recent issue of THe TRIBUNE Caroline 
F. Corbin says: ‘ 

The most important question before the 
American people today is: Shall Christian 
civilization survive, or must it give way be- 


fore that revolutionary soctalism which aims 


to overthrow all distinctions of sex, all in- 
equalities of human destiny, all aspiration to- 
ward a spiritual life, and establish the 
apotheosis of mediocrity, materialism, and 
atheism 2?’

REVIVAL IN BUSINESS WORLD 
REFLECTED IN WALL STREET. 


—— 


Dawn of New Tear Finds Conditions 
Much: More Favorable than Twelve 
Months Ago. 


(NEW TORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3—The final week of 
the year stirs up memories and hopes in the 
financial district to she same degree it does 
far away from trade marts. In the closing 
week of 1007 factories closed down or were 
going on part time the country over, railways 
were beginning to feel the effects in sharp 
losses of revenues, money was locked up in 
idleness in banking vaults and strong boxes. 
The e ng of 1908 finds the reverse to be 
true in practically every case. From com- 
plete prostration the country has deen 
brought back to a state of confidenc? and 
substantial prosperity, an accomplishment 
for which the year 1908 sry be long remem- 
dered. 

The railroads are eee with almost 
unexampled speed. from the effects of busi- 
ness depression. In the west the Union and 
Southern Pacific systems and the Atchison 
already are able to report increases in gross 
earnings above the same month of 1907, and 
in the east the same state of things hae been 
true with the New York Centra] and Erie, 
to name only the conspicuous roads. Such a 
showing as this ts made possible only ae a 
general revival of business. 

One feature of the year which was atrongty 
emphasized fh its closing weeks was the 
great demand for securities from investors 
and investment inetitutions. Thie buying 
continued until prices again rose beyond 
figures within the calculations of the outside 
buyer and he again withdrew.
